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that our view is the correct one, and it is 
competent for them, or others, to show 


“ that their view is the correct one. We 


trust that we shall discuss this question, 
so important to every interest in Illinois, 
in that spirit of candor and courtesy 
which will commend itself to our valued 
friends, the Bank Commissioners of our 
State. We have remarked that we believe 
the law provides neither for nor against 
the form of notification which the Com- 
missioners have chosen to serve on the 
owners of some forty banks which do not 
redeem their circulation at any place under 
the sun, and which are therefore essential- 
ly of the wild-cat persuasion. Why then 
is such notice substiicted for the legal 
form ? 

We have heard two reasons alleged for 


‘this course.’ First, that Illinois is in the 


market for a million dollar loan, and if the 

securities of these banks, (consisting partly 

of Illinois bonds,) were thrown upon the | 
market now, they would injure the credit 
of the State, or at least diminish the 
amount of money which Treasurer Butler 
might otherwise realize on the war bonds. 
If this were financially true, (which we do 
not believe), it would only be “robbing Pe- 
ter to pay Paul.” The bonds deposited to 
secure the circulation of the banks, are just 
as much the property of the people as 
those authorized to be issued fer war pur- 


poses. If the alleged reason be true, as a 


financial fact, it is equally true that the 
throwing of a million of [linois bonds up- 


on the market will depreciate the securi- 


‘ties deposited at Spriigfield for the pro- 
tection of the bill-holder. The Bank Com, 
missioners are appointed to protect the bill 
holders—not to protect Treasurer Butler, 
or to carry on war. And we ask whether 
the Commissioners are not putting a wrong 
estimate on the sagacity of Wall street, in 
supposing that these little matters can be 
kept secret when every broker in Chicago 
knows all about them, and advises his 
New York Gorrespondents every day of 
transactions affecting the value of securi- 


ties of all kinds? 
The seeond reason which has been made 


known to usin explanation of the policy 
of the Commissioners is, that by throwing 
the whole amount of the banking securi- 
ties upon the market at once, they would 
entail unexampled depreciation and loss 
upon the bill-holders, running down the 
market toa very low point, etc. It may 
well be doubted by one who sees the loss 
entailed upon all classes of the communi- 
ty, as they wander from one broker’s office 
to another in our streets, with their wretch- 
ed shinplastera, whether the complete 
winding up of all the banks inthe mode 
prescribed by law, would occasion any 
greater suffering than the disgraceful and 
shambiing system now in vogue in Clark 
street. But we insist that the Comumis- 
sioners ought not to take the grave respon- 
sibility of thus traversing the spirit (not 
the letter), of the law. The spirit of the 
law isthe protection of the bill-holders. 
The effi ct of the Commissioners’ action is 
to protect the wild-catters. 

It & readily perceived that the Commis- 
sioners, in making their official call of the 
24th ult., selected generally the banks se- 
cured almost exclusively by Southern 
bonds to be called upon, and those 
secured in like degree- by Northern 
bonds excepted from the call. There 
are several exceptions to this rule—the 
Bank of Brooklyn, Bank ef Illinois, Bank 
of Jackson County, Bond County Bank, 
Kankakee Bank, Marshall County Bank, 
Olympic Bank, and Western Bank of [lli- 
noia, all of which were omitted from the 


call, having a majority of Southern bonds. | 
So far as the rule was adhered to, it doubt-: 
leas seemed, at the time the call was made, | 


a wise and proper policy. But what has 
been the result? The comparatively 
worthless bonds are thrown open to the 
public to be realized upon, and the good 


ones are withheld. The suffering bill- 


holders are allowed to goto the Auditor 
and take that which is good for nothing 
but are refused the privilege of taking that 
from which they could get back their 
mesey! Is this wise? Is it just? 

_ The subject is by no means exhausted, 
but we prefer to postpone its further can- 
sideration to another time. The plain 


. English of it is that the people will tolcrate 


no more “ banking” in the sloughs and de- 
files of Egypt. They will tolerate no more 
currency which is-not redeemed, free of 
cost, ata central point, and whatever ef- 
forts are put forth by this man or that man 
to “save his charter”"—whatever facilities 
are afforded to this or that man by the 
Bank Commissioners, to enable him to do 
so—will all come to nought unless this 
specie system is practiced from day to day 
in the sight of the people, and where they 
can all realize its benign effects. So long 
as we have any influence with the farming 
and mercantile community, it shall be exer- 
ted to put down and keep down the per- 
nicious system which has vexed us so 
long.

The “United Statce” happens to be a plural 
title, but the commonwealth thus designated 
is a wnit, “« pluribus unum.” The Union alone 
is clothed with imperial attributes ; the Union 
alone holds the purse and the sword, lates 
foreign intercourse, imposes taxes on foreign 
commerce, makes war aud concludes peace. 
The armies, the navies, the militia, belong to 
the Union alone, and the President is com- 
mander-in-chief of all. No state can keep 
troops or fleets. What man in the civilized 
world bas not heard of the United States? 
What man in England can tell the names of all 
the individual states? And yet, with hardly 
a superficial examination of our-.history aad 


The use of force—of armies and navies of 
whatever s h—ie order to compel obe- 
dience to the civil and constitutional authori- 
. ty is not “wicked war,” is not war at all. 

So long as it exiets, the government is 
obliged te put forth ite etrength when sssail- 
ed. The President, who bas taken an oath 
before God and man to maintain the Consti- 
tution and laws, is perjured if he yields the 
Copstitation and laws to armed rebellion 
witbout a struggle. He knows eit of 
States. Within the sphere of the United 
States government he deals with individusis 
only, citizens of the great Republic, in what- 
ever portion of it they may happen to live. 
He has no choice but to enforce the laws of 
the Republic wherever they may be resisted. 
When he is overpowered tLe government 
ceases to exist. The Union bet ge ~ and Mas- 
sechueetts, Rhode Island Ohio are as 
much separated from each other as they are 
from Georgia or Louisiena. Anarchy has re- 
turned upen us. The dismemberment of the 
commonwealth is comp'ete. We are again in 
the chaos of 1785. But it is sometimes asked 
why the Constitafion did not make a special 
provision against the right of secession. How 
could it do so? The people created a Consti- 
tution over the whole land, with certain de- 
fined, accurately enume wers, and 
smorg these were all the chief attributes of 
eovereiguty. It was forbidden toa State to 
coin money, to keep armies and navies, to 
make compacts with other States, to hold ia- 
tercourse with foreign nations, to oppose the 
authority of the government. To do any one 
of these things ie to secede, for it would be 
physically imposeible to do any one of them 
without eecession. It would have been ag a 
rile for the Constitution to say formally to 
each State, “Thon shalt not secede.” The 
Constitution, being the supreme law, being 
perpetual, and having expressly forbidden to 
the States these acts without which secession 
is an impossibility, would have been wanting 
in dignity had it used such superfious phrase 
“This C: nstitution is supreme, what- 
ever laws a, State may enact,” says the organic 
law. Was it necessary to add, “and no State 
eball enact a law of secession?” To add to a 
great statate, in which the sovereign authori- 
ty of the land declares ite will, a phrase such 
as ‘and be it further enacted that the said law 
thal) not be violated,” would scarcely seem to 
strengthen the statute. It was accordingly 
enacted that new States might be sdmitted; 
but nO permission was given for a State to se- 
cede, * A peaceful revolution is con- 
ceivable in the case of the United States. The 
same power which established the Constitu. 
tion may justly noeey | it. The people of the 
whole lanu may meet, by —— na 
national convention, as they did in 1787, and 
declare that the Constitution no longer anus 
wers the purpose for which it was ordered ;

Teo establish a 
great gulf empire, including Mexico, Central 
Awerica, Cuba, and other isiands with unlim- 
ited cotton fields and unlimited negroes, this 
is the golden vision in pureult of which the 
great republic has been sacrificed, the benefi- 
cent Constitution subverted. And already the 
vision has fled, but the work of destruction 
remains. 

The mischief caused by a tariff, however 
selfish or however absurd, may be temporary. 
In the last nineteen years there have been four 
separate tariffs by the American Con- 

rese, and nothing ie more probable than that 

he suicidal Morrill tariff will receive essential 
modifications even in the special session of 
July; but the woes caused by secession and 
civil war are infinite ; and whatever be the re- 
sult of the contest, this generation is not like- 
ly to forget the injuries already infli 

The great secession, therefore, of 1860-61 is 
a rebellion, like any other iceurrection against 
cetablished authority, and has been followed 
by civil war, es ite immediate and inevitable 
consequince. If successful, it is revolution 
and whether successful or not it will be jadged 
beforg the tribunal of mankind and post —_ 
og to the eternal laws of reason 
ustiee, 

; Time and history will decide whether it was 
® good and sagacious deed to destroy a fabric 

eo long duration, because of the election of 
Mr. Lincoln; ,whether it were wise and nobie 
to substitute over a large portion of the 
American soil a confederacy of which slavery, 
in the words of ite Vice-President, is the cor- 
ner-etone, for the old Republic, of which 
Wasehington, with his own hand, laid the cor- 
ner stone. 

It is conceded by the North that it has re- 
ceived from the Union innumerable bleesi 
But it would seem that the Ugion had 
conferred tenefits on the South. It has car- 
ried ite mails at a large expense. It has re- 
captured its fugitive slavea. 1t has purchased 
vast tracta of foreign territory, out of which a 
whole tier of slave States has been constructed. 
It bas annexed Texas. It has made war with 
Mexico. It bas made an offer—not likely to 
be repeated, however—to purchase Cuba, with 
its multitude of slaves, at a price, according to 
report, es large as the sum paid by England 
for the emancipation of her slaves. Individa- 
ale in the free States have expressed them- 
selves freely on slavery, a8 upon every topic 
of human thought, and this must ever be the 
case where there is freedom of the press and 
of “pe ech. The number of professed aboli- 
tioniets has hitherto been very smail, while 
the great body of the two principal political 
parties in the free States bave been strongly 
oppesed to them. The Republican party was 
determined to set bounds to the extension of 
slay: ry, while the Democratic party favored 
that s)etem, but neither had des , Secret or 
avowed, sgainst slavery within the States. 
They knew that the question could onty be 
legally and rationally deal. with by the States 
themselves. But both the parties, as present 
events are so signally demonstrating, were 
imbued with a passionate attachment to the 
Constitution—to the established suthority of 

overnment, by which alone our laws and our 

berty are secu All parties in the free 
States are now united as one man, inspired by 
a noble and generous emotion to vindicate the 
sul ied honor of their flag, and to save their 
country from the abyss of perdition into which 
it seemed descendir g. 

wf the nitimate result we have no intention 
of speaking. Only the will 
venture to lift.the veil and affect to read with 
accuracy coming events, the most momentous 
perhaps cf ourtimes. One resuit ia, however, 
secured. The Montgomery constitution, with 
elavery for its corner stone, is not likely to be 
aceepted, as but seemed possible, not 
only by all the slave States, but even by the 
border free States: nor to be claimed from 
Washington as the new national law in the 
name of the United States. Compromises will 
no longer be offered by peace conventions, in 
which slavery is to be made national, negroes 
declared property over all the land, and sla- 
very extended over all territories now pos- 
seseed or hereafter to be acquires. Nor is the 
United States’ government yet driven from 
Waehbington. 


Events are rapidly nnrolling themselves, and 


it will be proved, in course of time, whether 
the North will remain united in ita inflexible 
urpoée, whether the South is as firmly uni- 
«d, or whether a counter revolution will be 
effectual in either section, which must neces- 
earily give the victory to its opponents. We 
know nothing of the schemes or plans of 
either government. 

The origiual design of the Republican 
was to put an end to the perpetual cy of 
slavery extension, and acquisition of foreign 
Territory for that purpose, and at the same 
time to maintain the Constitution and the in- 
tegrity of the Republic. This at the South 
eeemed an outrage which justified civil war ; 
for events have amply proved what sagacious 
prophesied thirty years ago—that 
eecession is civil war. 

If all is to end in negotiation and separa 
tion, notwithstanding the almost interminable 
disputes concerning frontiers, the stronghold 
in the Gulf, and the unshackied navigation of 
the great rivers throughou: their whole length 
which it ls probable, will never be abandon 
by the North, excent as the result of total de 
feat in the field, it is at any rate certain that 
both parties. will negotiate more equitably 
with arms in their hands than if the unarmed 
of either section were to deal with the armed. 
If it comes to permament separation, too, it 
is certain that In a commonwealth which will 
still glory in the pame of the United States, 
and whose people will doubtless re-establish 
the old Constitution with some important 
amendments, the word secession will be a 
sound of woe not to be lightly uttered. It 
will have been proved to des te, not a 
—— ard natural function of political life, 

ut to be only another expression for revolu- 
tion, bloodshed, and all the horrors of civil 
war. 

It is probable that a long course of years 
will be run, and many inconveniences and 
cudared, before any one of the 
secedes from the reconstracted 

pion.
